known in the Church, till above 1000 gears after 
Chriſt, neither name nor thing, | 

2. That it was never generally received by Learned 
Papiſts themſelves, till the Couricil of Trent; 

3. That their Grounds and Reaſons for it, are too 
weak to ſupport it, and that monſtrous weight of 
Doubts and Difficulties that depend upon it. 

4. That the DoGrine. of” the Church of England ir 
this point, is moſt agreeable to Holy Scriptures, and 
to all pure Antiquity, and may be called Tranſmuta- 
tion. 
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I. To the firſt, the Frier faith, It was ever known 
and believed m':the "Church, quoad rem, though 
not quoad nomen :' (i. ec.) by certain equivalent 
terms; and for that cites Five Fathers, all rejeted 
for ſpurious by their own Learned Men. His equi- 
valent ' Terms are, Mutatio, Tranſmutatio, 'Tranſe- 
tementatio : the two firſt we admit in the ſame ſenſe 
that the Fathers uſed them ; the laſt is a change, 
Etiam ad materiam primam, (aith a -famous School- 
man, and will not ſerve his turn. There be other 
terms uſed by the Fathers, that will do him as little 
'good; but I fhall take no notice of more than he 
ſends me, 

Anno Chriſti 420.] About this time lived St. Au- 
exſtine, who Lib. 3. de Do@r. Chriſt. printed at Paris, 
Anno 1517. faith, Thoſe words, Except ye ſhall eat 
the fleſh of the Son of man, &c. are a Figure ; and

Anno 850.] About this time lived Bertram a fa- 
mous Preſbyter, who in his Book De Corp. & 8ang. 
Chriſti, ſaith, That according to their ſubſtance the 
Bread and Wine remain in the Sacrament, after Con- 
ſecration. The bold Frier calls this a» Impertinency, 
when the whole Univerſity of Doway,in their cenſure 
of it, could neither deny the Book, nor anſwer it. 

Anno 1057.] Abont this time lived Berengarize, 
Archdeacon of Anjowuw, who denied Tranſubſtantia- 
tion. Pope Nichols 2. Concil. Lateran. 2. made 
him recant and make this publick Confeſſion, That 
the very Body and Blood of Chriſt, in the Sacrament, 
wes truely and ſenſually broken and bruiſed in pieces 
with the teeth of the Faithful ; and this Conteſſion 
the Pope and Council allowed for Catholick. Our 
bold Friar faith it is falſes T ſhall prove him a Liar 
preſently. For this Confeſſion is recorded by Low- 
bard. I. 4. diſt. 12. D. and De Confer. diſt. 2. Ca. 
Ego Berengarizs. And their own Carranza teſtifies, 
That the Pope did force and compel himto it: And 
that it was allowed for Catholick by Pope and 
Council, appears clearly; becauſe Laxyfranc of Care 
terbury, who fate 1n that Council, ſharply r=bukes 
Berengarins for recanting that Confeſſion, as after- 
wards he did. This Confeſſion was as near the 
Caper- 
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Capernaites as could well be. But where is now our 
bold Friars Catholick ſenſe of the Church for Tran-+ 
ſubſtantiation 2 - Here is no appearance of it, name or 
thing, according to the Friars own terms: 

Anno 1150.] About this time lived Peter Lombard, 
Biſhop of Paris, the likelieſt man alive to know the 
Catholic ſenſe of the Church ; becauſe he made it 
his ſtudy and buſineſs to ſearch the Fathers, and col- 
le& Sentences out of their Writings 5 and - yet 
he faith (1.4. dift. 11. A) $853 autem queritur, &c. 
If it bedemanded, what manner of Converſion is in 
the Sacrament, or of what kind, Definire non ſuffs- 
cio : Tamnot able (ſaith he) to determine. We ac- 
knowledg a Gonverſion as well as they z but if 
Lombard, in all his reading, could not learn what 
manner of Converſion it was 3 then it may-be the 
ſame that we allow, and the Fathers underſtood no 
other. | 

I F. My ſecond Aflertion is, Fhat Tranſubſtantia- 
tion was never generally received by Le Papiſts 
themſelves, till the Council of Trent, For their 
moſt eminent School-men (ſome of them Cardinals) 
lay, That they receive it ont of reverence to the Church, 
becauſe ſhe hath ſo decreed; but otherwiſe in their own 
judgement, rather approve that Opinion which ſaith, 
That the ſubſtance of Bread and Wine remains in the 
Sacrament, as moſt agreeable to holy Scripture and 
right Reaſon z and that Tranſubſtantiation was 4 raſh 
Opinion, having no ground in Scripture. This was 
the more common Opinion of the Schoolmer for 
above 200 years. The Friar faith, I wrong the 
Doctors, and will prove it ; I know not when. - But 
let him uamaſk himſelf, that I may ſee the right 
face, 
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foe, and then I ſball return him his own challenge, - 
and let him put it to trial when he dares. 

ITI. My third Afﬀertion is, That their own Rea- 
ſons or Grounds for Travſubſtantiation, are too 
weak to ſupport it, and the monſtrous weight of 
Doubts and Difficulties that depend upon it. Their 
general ground 1s the power and truth of Chriſt, 
God Almighty,who made all the-world by his word ; 
hence they infer Poſſbility, Verity, Neceflity. The 
Anſwer is, that an Argument from the Creation, is 
but 2 particulari ad particulare, and holds nnt ; 
nor '2 poſſe ad efſe, from Poſhbility to Verity : as 
to ſay, It may be fo, therefore it is{o; or, God can 
do this and that, therefore he doth it, or it is done ; 
all ſuch Arguments are inconſequent, irrational, and 
ridiculous. An Argument may well follow from the 
Will of God to his Power, but not from his Power to 
his' Will. ' Particular Reaſons or Grounds they 
have.

3. To Ubiquity, through Perſonal Union of both 
Natures: But this overthrows the grounds of their 
own aſſertion. Foras they handle the matter, their 
Ubiquity is not xbique, (good Mr. Frier.) But the 
dire& anſwer is this; Although both Natures are 
united in one Perſon, yet the eſſential properties of 
either are reſerved to each nature, and not communi- 
cated. So that as Chriſt God-man died, but not 
the Godhead ; ſo alſo Chrift God-man. is every where, 
but not. the Manhood.

nor'iaany Record of ' pure Antiquity, So that we 
have no difference with the true Church of Rove,
